IiesIgneU of giant firs logs of a 
size even now growing rare, the 
Native 8ons Hall at Courtenay. 
Vatu'oaver Island, will attract more 
and more attention as the years 
roll by and the Pacific Coast 
changes from logging to other In¬ 
dustries. 

Courtenay Is the centre of the log¬ 
ging industry on the east coast of the 
Island, and possesses one of the'last 
stands of the great forests. While 
there was yet time the idea was con¬ 
ceived of erecting a hall, which, for 
years to come, would stand as a monu¬ 
ment of time when logging was in 
Its heyday. 

-Back of the hall to-day the logging 
railway of the Comox Logging Com¬ 
pany stlU carries to tidewater logs 
similar lo those contained in the hall, 
but they will not always be procur¬ 
able and the wise builders took ad¬ 
vantage of the opportunity to erect 
this monument to the Industry while 
It was BtlU possible to do so. I 

The hall Is built on the side of a 
hlU, of solid logs and concrete. When 
the Comox Logging Company heard 
of the desire of the Native Sons of 
Canada to build this hall. Mr. Pllberg 
the managy. decided to give such as¬ 
sistance that It should be worthy of 
the town and of the Industry.

MANY H APPY R ETURNS I 

I T IS A HAPPY COINCIDENCE THAT 
the third son of King George should be in Vic¬ 
toria on bis father’s birthday. It also must be gratify¬ 
ing for Prince Henry to know that His Majesty's in¬ 
disposition is not regarded by his medical advisers as 
serious, although, in view of his long and tedious ill¬ 
ness, which has made serious inroads on his constitu¬ 
tion, he is compelled to remain in his bedroom at 
Windsor Castle. 

It is sixty-four years to-day since King George 
was born, and he already has completed the nineteenth 
year of his reign. Great events have marked that 
reign. War clouds began to appear soon after His 
Majesty's coronation ceremony; happily they were 
little more than "incidents" at the time. But trouble 
Was destined to be delayed but briefly. The years 
of the Great War, however—years which tested 
people’s souls and caused thrones to totter and fall— 
merely strengthened the bonds of sympathy and un¬ 
derstanding which existed between the King and the 
British world. He and his gracious consort were a 
source of inspiration to all during the dark days. His 
Majesty's presence behind the lines in France and 
Flanders on numerous occasions heartened the men 
who wore his uniform. Since the clash of arms 
ceased, through the most trying period of reconstruc¬ 
tion, the House of Windsor has retained the people’s 
affection. If any proof of the truth of this state¬ 
ment were required, it is necessary only to recall the 
sorrow of a nation when it looked as if His Majesty 
would lose the grim struggle which for so long had 
laid him low. 

Hence, on the King's sixty-fourth birthday, al¬ 
though he is not as robust as British peoples every¬ 
where would like him to be, we may say to Hu 
Majesty: "Many Happy Returns" and a speedy 
return to good health!

ligation of certain problems fox raisers had en¬ 
countered. The work disclosed itself as larger and 
broader than anticipated, and a recommendation was 
made that the work be undertaken on a larger scale on 
Prince Edward Island, the birthplace and centre of 
the industry. An immediate offer of land near the 
city of Summerside was made by local business men, , 
while the Canadian National Fox Breeders* Associa¬ 
tion offered to construct the ranch and donate twenty- 
five pairs of registered silver foxes. In conjunction 
with ihis the Dominion Department of Agriculture 
furnished laboratories and offices apd undertook to 
maintain and operate the whole as an experimental fox 
ranch and fox research station. 

Practical operations commenced in •Qetober, 
1925, and in the brief time which has elapsed the 
station has performed a very valuable work for fox 
breeders and, incidentally, for the genera) fur farming 
industry, since discoveries anent fox raising are m many 
cases applicable to other fur-bearers. It is tending to 
pul fur farming on a more scientific and still firmer 
foundation. 

Again, both the fur farmer and trapper are re¬ 
ceiving periodical advice from the Government through 
the m^ium of helpful publications. A short while 
ago. for instance, one of the Government departments 
at Ottaw'd became convinced that Canada was suf¬ 
fering a considerable economical wastage of its fur 
resources through the mishandling of products of the 
trap line and fur farm. It felt that through the im¬ 
proper skinning, stretching and drying of fur pelts, mil¬ 
lions of dollars were being lost annually to trappers and 
fur farmers throughout the Dominion and that Ca¬ 
nadian commerce in furs was suffering to a like ex¬ 
tent. To remedy this a monograph was issued on 
“The Preparation of Pells for the Market." which 
gave complete and elaborate instructions on the proper 
treatment of furs before disposal. The demand for 
it was enormous, disclosing the real need that was

the women had contributed so much to the nation s 
cause in the war that the extension of the franchise 
to them was regarded as a right far loo long unrec¬ 
ognized. Parliament was not completely in accord; 
but opposition was not sufficient to delay the matter. 
The v/omen were not wholly satisfied. The measure 
which found its way to the statute books permitted 
women of thirty years of age and over to vole. A 
new campaign soon got under way and culminated in 
what now is known as the "flapper vote." 

The British electorate at the present time num¬ 
bers approximately 28,000,000 voters, which means 
that something like five-eighths of the population arc 
in possession of the franchise. This is a far cry from 
the days of plural voting, which left the election of 
governments in Inc hands of a comparatively few peo¬ 
ple who were far from representative of the nation 
as a whole. AsVecently as 1886, for instance, the 
electorate was but 5!707.000 and had increased only 
to a little more than 8.000,000 before the en¬ 
franchisement of women thirty years of age and over 
in 1918. The number eligible to vole at the 1923 
and 1924 contests totalled between 21.000.000 and 
22.000,000: but in the recent election, as already 
noted, the roll had grown to about 28.000.000. 

When Premier Baldwin pledged his Government 
to the “flapper vole" he was warned by l^rd Rolher- 
mcre and a number of members of the die-hard Con¬ 
servative school that he was merely signing his politi¬ 
cal death-warrant. It meant, in their .opinion, that 
a majority of the newly-enfranchised would support 
Labor. Events have proved they were not far wrong. 
Emphasis therefore now is given to the fact that not 
only is the nation’s business in the electoral sense in 
the hands of the plain people of Britain—and will so 
^emabi—'but *!so that tbe disposal of the new or

NEVER INJURED 

Jack Cope, who has made nearly 
3,000 parachute Jumps in the last 
nineteen years, and has never suffered 
an injury In the business,’* so describes 
In Popular Mechanics Magazine, his 
longest leap before opening the para¬ 
chute. He started his career as a 
Jumper before the days of thesero- 
plene. and was one of the first to make 
a parachute leap from a plane, a feat 
then considered highly Impracticable. 

"All during the long drop. It was 
possible for me to put my hands on 
any part of the parachute w’ltbln reach 
end I could see the aeroplane following 
me down. 1 could see the ground 
plainly and was never on the verge 
of unconsciousness at any moment. 
Except for the rush of air that pained 
my ears, there was no feeling that I 
would call uncomfortable. The Jerk 
when the parachute opened did not 
hurt, and it never should hurt any¬ 
one If his harness Is properly adjusted 
and of the right type. 

PURELY A STUNT 

"Jumping from such a height before 
pulling the ring- Is purely a stvmt, ol 
course, and I doubt If anybody would 
ever be compelled to do such a thing. 
In fact, flying Is so safe today that 
the parachute is hardly ever needed. 
Lighted airways, better planes, more 
competent pilots, frequent landing

June 3.—Dolls -manufac¬ 
tured In Toronto have displaced Ger¬ 
man dolls m the South African. New 
Zealand and Australian markets, ac¬ 
cording to O. R. Stevens. Canadian. 
trade commissioner In South Africa. 

In an Interview here Mr. Stevens 
said the greatest surprise he had got | 
during his several years as a trade 
commissioner was that a Canadian 
firm was able to prcxluce better and 
cheaper dolls than the Germans and 
undersell them In the South African 
market.

FRUIT CROP 
SETS RECORD, 

I REPORT SHOWS 

i - ' 

Agriculture in B.C. Made New 
High Last Year; Production 
Increase 34.28 Per Cent 

Value of Crop Amounted to 
$8,215,898; Prices on Whole 
Remained Unsatisfactory 

Increased production In most of 
the main lines of agriculture In 
British Columbia are shown In 
the annual report of the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture for 1928. 

Tlie increase was shown In live¬ 
stock, meats, poultry products, 
dairy products, fruit, grain and 
fodders. Decreases WTre recorded 
ill the production of potatoes, 
honey, hops and tobacco. 

The IrxUt crop was the largest on 
record, amoutulng to 233,696,000 
pounds, and exceeding that of the 
previous year by 69.03 b. 000 pounds, or 
34J8 per cent. The total value of the 
crop was 98.215,808. or an increase of 
12.02 per cent over the year 1927. Prices 
on the whole remained unsatisfactory. 

The total apple crop was 106,936,000 
pounds, as compared with 146,824.000 
pounds produced in 1927. 

Other tree frluts showed an Increase 
of 66.64 per cent In quantity produc¬ 
tion. The 1028 crop amounted to 34,- 
274,000 poLmds, as against 14.566,000 
pounds In 1937. 

Small fruits produced amounted to 
13,388,000 pounds, valued at 91,314,169, 
as compared with a production of 13.- 
672,000 pounds, valued at 91,358.174. 
In 1927, Indicating a decreaee of 1.35 
per cent In quantity ahd 3.24 per cent 
invalue. 

VEGETABLES 

The total vegetable crop amounted 
to 238.611 tons, valued at 96,618.909, 
as compared with a production of 256,- 
669 tons, valued at 96,684.651 in 1927. 
The loss In tonnage was due to a large 
decrease In the acreage planted to 
potatoes. 

The area planted to potatoes was 
3,680 acress less than in 1927. In 1928 
production, which amounted to 92.989 
tons, was 22,824 tons less than during 
the previous year. 

The total yield of root crops was 
10.62 per cent less than in 1037. The 
average yield per acre in 1938 was 9.50 
tons, as against 10.30 tons In 1037. 

In all cectloDB of the Province the 
production of other vegetables was 
extremely heavy and on the whole 
resultant prices were most satisfactory. 

The production of rhubarb amounted 
to 1.220 tons, which Is 364 tons more 
than the 1937 production. 

An increase of 67.94 per cent Is 
shown In the quantity production of 
outdoor tomatoes. The 1928 crop 
amounted to 35,686 tons. 

Outdoor cucumbers showed an In- 
I creased production of 603 tons. 

Greenhouse tomatoes and cucumbers 
both showed an Increase In produc¬ 
tion over the previous year. 

GRAINS 

Seasonal conditions were most sat- 
factory for the harvesting of all grain 
crops. 

Due to the long dry spell during the 
growing season, the average yield per 
acre of all grain crops was slightly 
below the yields of the previous year. 

The production of all grains 
amounted to 6,592,^ bushels, valued 
at 94,656.083. as compared with the 
1937 production of 4.703.837 bushels, 
valued at 94.266,867. Indicating an In¬ 
crease In quantity production of 890,- 
046 bushels, and an increase In value 
at 389,216. 

The price of wheat fell from 91.31 
a bushel In 1927 to 91.19 a bushel In 
1928. and oats from 65 cents a bushRl 
to 62 cents. 

FODDERS 

The area sown to fodders was 340,683 
acres, representing an Increase of 7,033 
acres over the year 1937. 

Fodder crops aggregating a total of 
807,346 tons, valued at 911.029.954. 
were produced. There being an In¬ 
crease of 17,606 tons In quantity pro¬ 
duction. 

Fodder com, while still comprising 
a small percentage of the total acreage 
of fodders, la rapidly Increasing, there 
being recorded 6,678 acres In 1938. 

The acreage In alfalfa Increased 3,801 
acres during the year. 

DAIRY PBODL'CTS 
The value of all dairy products was 
912,934,166. as compared with the pro- 
I ductlon of 913.681.009 in 1927, 9263.147. 

I The quantity of butter manxxfactured 
I amounted to 6.018,468 pounds, which 
was 616,085 pounds less than in 1937. 

Cheese manufactured amounted to 
57.088 pounds, which was a decrease of 
71,619 pounds from the previous year. 

There was a large increase in the 
quantity of Ice cream manufactured. 
The 1928 production amounted to 661.- 
993 gallons, valued at 9913.523. as 
against 606.168 gallons, valued at 
9766.167. In 1927. 

The quantity of evaporated milk 
manufactured was 231.167 cases, valued 
at 91.019,196. This represents an In¬ 
crease of 46,500 cases, or 24.43 per 
cent in quantity production. 

The quantity of fresh milk con- 
spmed Increased by 460.000 gallons 
during the year. The total 1928 con¬ 
sumption was 16.080,000 gallons. 
LIVESTOCK 

There was a considerable increase In 
the numbers of farm livestock during 
the year. 

MUch cows Increased In number 
from 93,745 In 1927 to 102.963 In 1028. 

Other cattle now number 295.601, 
as compared with 270.618 In 1927, an 
increase for the year of 24,883. 

Sheep Increased in number to the 
extent of 40.123. there now being in 
the province of 170.265. which is an In¬ 
crease of 30.83 per cent over the year 
1927. 

Swine numbered 56,004 as against 
51.070 In 1927. 

Poultry and eggs show a very satis¬ 
factory increase. Poultry now number 
3.782,163, as compared with 3,167,069 
in 1927. 

The egg production amounted to 
14,876,757 dozen, which is an Increase 
of 3,638.124 dozen over the year previ¬ 
ous. 

MIflCELLANEOLS 

The quantity of all meats marketed 
during the year aggregated 66,901.262 
pounds, valued at 94,772,796, as against 
60,129.801 pounds, valued at 93.332.633 
in 1927. 

The price of all meats ranged con¬ 
siderably higher than during the pre¬ 
vious year. 

The quantity of wool produced ex¬ 
ceeded that of the year 1937 by 338,111 
pounds, or 35.72 per cent. 

The total actual producing acreage 
of hops !n 1928 was practically the 
same as It was 4n 1937. The crop, 
however, only amounted to 980,648 
pounds, which was a decrease from 


the year previous of 458;697 pounds. 
The sharp decline In the yUld i^r 
acre was due to unfavorable ollmatle 
conditions, combined with a severe st¬ 
uck of' peronospora, or *downey mil¬ 
dew.

Coast Province Wins Highest 
Number of St. John’s Am¬ 
bulance Awards in Year 


British Columbia ranks first in Can¬ 
ada in the number of 8t. John Am- 
buianee awards earned during the year, 
according to Col. Charles Hodgetts, 


O.M.O., of OtUwa, the director-general 
of the Dominion order, who congratu¬ 
lated the provincial committee on the 
record while, here last week. The total 
of 936 awards, issued lor British Co¬ 
lumbia. was more than that received 
by any other province in Canada in 
the same period, he stated. 

Col. Lome Drum, A. J. Dallaln and 
other members of the Provincial execu¬ 
tive were present at the informal 'con¬ 
ference which followed. Of 336 ambu¬ 
lance teams In Canada. Col. Hodgetts 
has Inspected 132. and Is proceeding 
with his regular tour of inspection. 

Since the formation of the Dominion 
branch, Col. Hodgetts stated 140,000 
certificates had been issued In Canada, 
with prizes aggregating 916.000 In 
value, open for competition by senior 


and Junior teams. Between 11,000 and 
13,000 certificates of proficiency are is¬ 
sued annually, and the work has the 
endorsatlcn of police forces, the Work¬ 
men’s Compensation Board and other 
bodies.

Jun« 3.—Considerable pro* 
gresB has been made In bringing into 
effect tb« scheme submitted lest De¬ 
cember to the goTemments of the Em¬ 
pire tb establish eight bureaus for the 
collection and interchange of Informa¬ 
tion In eight branches of agricultural 
•cleoce. It was then announced that 
Mb a TeeUt of a representative coh¬ 
erence held In London, detailed pro¬ 
posals had been made for attaching 
these bureaus to recognised research 
institutes and for financing them 
from a common fund formed by con¬ 
tributions from governments of the 
Empire and controlled by an execu¬ 
tive council representative of the gov¬ 
ernments. 

The governing bodies of the in¬ 
stitutes which were approached have 
all accepted the scheme. The pro¬ 
posals have received the wldb approval 
of the governments of the Empire. The 
executive council at a meeting held at 
the end of March was- able to 
authorise the opening of three bureaus 
from April 1, of a fourth from May 1. 
and to contemplate the opening of the 
remaining four during the summer 
months. Those already opened are the 
Bupreau of Animal Nutrition (attached 
to the Rowett Research Institute at 
Aberdeen), the Bureau of Animal 
Genetics (at the Animal Breeding Re¬ 
search Institute. Edinburgh University) 
and the Bureau of Fruit Production 
and Storage (at the East Mailing Re¬ 
search Station. Kent). These three 
bureaus are respectively under the 
direction of Dr. J. B. Orr, D.Sc.; Profes¬ 
sor F. E. Crew and R. O. Hatton. 

From May 1 the Bureau of Soli 
Science at Rothamsted (under the 
direction of Sir John Russell. D-Sc.. 
F.R.S. has been opened. 

It Is contemplated opening during 
the summer the Bureau of Animal 
Health (at the Veterinary Research 
Laboratory. Weybrldge), the Bureau of 
Plant Genetics (other than Herbage 
Plants) at the Plant Breeding In¬ 
stitute. Cambridge University, the 
Bureau of Plant Genetics (Herbage 
Plants) at the Welsh Plant Breeding 
Institute. Aberystwyth, and the Bureau 
of Agricultural Parasitology at the In¬ 
stitute of Agricultural Parasitology, St. 
Albans. These bureaux will be resprcc- 
tlvely under the direction of Dr. W. H.
